SUMMARY MADE 
OF COTTON CROP 


|Advancement Made in Cotton 
Crop---Floods Damage 
Crop Conditions. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 2!1.—The Com- 
mercial-Appeal will publish tomorrow 
the following summary of crop condi- 
tions throughout the cotton belt, com- 
piled from the reports of their special 
correspondents: 

Almost uninterrupted advancement 
was made the cotton during the 
week. The only exceptions are in re- 
stricted districts in Georgia, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. But in Oklahoma some 
advancement was made because the 
rainfall was not so heavy or wide- 
Spread. 

East of the Mississippi there are 
only local complaints to mar the gen- 
eral note of improvement. Many local- 
ities and correspondents report the 
best conditions in years. Blooms have 
appeared in all sections and the crop 
is menerally well cultivated. 

The waters in the overflowed bot- 
toms, except on Lower Red river, are 
slowly receding. The farmers expect 
to replant the lands largely with corn. 
Seed for replanting witb cotton have 
become scarce and, besides, the season 
is quite late 

Except where the plant has not been 
under water it looks healthy and well 
and only proper weather for cultiva- 
tion is needed to put it in good condi- 
tion even where, in the past, the rain- 
fall has been excessive. 

A general gain in growth 
tivation was made in Texas. 
ton in the lowlands that were re- 
planted looks well. Weevils have ap- 
peared but are less numerous than last 
year and no alarm is expressed over 
immediate danger from them.

No apology is neéded for more’ than 
once referring to the so-called “Wil- 
amson plan’’ of cultivating corn, for 
the reason that a widespread interest 
has been manifested in the subject and 
it has seemed—strangely enough—diffi- 
eult to reach a satisfactory conclusion 
in regard to its merits. Why the Ex- 
periment stations generally—but espe- 
clally those of the south—have not un- 
dertaken exhaustive field experiments to 
settle the question of the merits of the 
plan does not appear. It may not be 
far wrong to assume that the stations 
have looked upon the essential claim 
of Mr. Williamson as unreasona- 
if not indeed preposterous, to be 
entitled fo consideration and scientific 
experimentation. As IT have understood 
first, the essential feature 
of the plan is the dwarfing of the corn 
plants during the early part of their 
growth, even to the point of causing 
them to “look worse than any you ever 
saw, and the crop so planted to give 
promise of. utter failure, and then 
“whirling in’’ with good cultivation and 
plenty of fertilizer, to recover the nor- 
condition of the plant and atone 
past neglect. This essential of the 
author has named ‘‘humilia- 
tion,’’ a very apt name. The other fea- 
of the plan are neither nevel nor 
essential, unless we except the fact that 
fertilizer igs to be applied after 
period of sorrew and distress has 
and gone. However, this with- 
of fertilizer may be considtred 
as part and parcel of the hard condi- 
imposed on the corn plants, and 
therefore of the essence. My recollec- 
since the first publication 
| “nian’ the author has quletly 
modified one of the subfeatures of the 
humiliating regimen. I cannot now lay 
hands upon it, but if my memory is 
not at fault, he does not desist from 
cultivating for a loner period at a 
time than twelve days. If go, then the 
withholdisg cultivation (plowing) ceases 
to be at all a feature; as compared with 
ordinary methods as practiced by or- 
dinary farmers, for we all know that 
the traditional period between the dif- 
ferent plowtings of the crop—both corn, 
cotton and others—wae three weeks, and 
it is' only within the last twenty years 
or such a matter that farmers have to 
any considerable extent adopted rapid 
culture.

Nor 
can the factor of planting the seed in 
the water furrow be claimed as original 
novel, for that has been practiced 
this writer Was an 18-year-old 
trying to manage his father's 
I tried it tnen (1854) at the 
f my father, on a ‘!l0O-acre 
‘ut’ in a big field, and it proved =a 
rather humiliating failure. lioweveér, 
planting in the water furrow does have 
a “powerful” effect in the process of 
“humillating’’ the corn. Perhaps the 
majority southern farmers of today 
plant corn (uplands) in the water fur- 
row, and in my opinion, much to the 
detriment of the crop and loss of prod- 
uct.

I have an 
old road which has: been used probably thirty 
or more years. | wish to plow it up and 
cultivate the ground. What would be your 
method to make it fertile?

Answer: 1. Plenty of stable manure 
is the “very thing’’ to bring up the “old 
road’’ to a .productive condition. Of 
course, it should be well broken and 
harrowed, so as to break up all clods, 
Then scatter manure over the surface 
as liberally as may be convenient, say, 
ten or twelve 2-horse loads per acre, 
and harrow it -in. For this purpose 
green, unfermented manure, right out of 
the stable, is bes{, provided you do not 
propose planting a-crop on it for several 
months. Then, when you come to plant 
such crop, or a week or so in advance, 
add three hundred to tive hundred 
pounds per acre of a commercial fer- 
tilizer for the crop to be grown. 

In the absence of stable manure, I 
advise you to prepare the land well as 
directed, and sow in cowpeas, appiying 
300 pounds of 10—4 acid and potash, or 
25 Opounds of acjd phospfatte and 25 
pounds of muriate of potash, and say 59 
pounds of nitrate of soda (or 100 pounds 
of coiton meal) per acre.

BLO@DY MILK. 

(". A. Bartenfeld, Dalton,. Ga. 
cow with second calf which

Answer: Bloody milk may be due to 
One of Several causes, viz., when the 
udder has been {njuted by blows; also 
when it is congested or inflamed; when 
there has been ‘a sudden increase of 
richer and moré abundant food: when 
the cow is “in :heat.” A not unusual 
cause is the driving of cows from the 
pasture in a run as is practiced by some 
foolish boys, or worrying by a dog. 
Treatment will vary, according: to the 
causes, which cause should be removed 
when possible. -1 advise you to give 
her a drench of one pound of epsom 
Salts in half-gallon of water, and daily 
thereafier one-half ounce of saltpeter 
in her feed with a dram (| teaspoonful) 
of chlorate of potash. You may also 
bathe the udder after each milking with 
either hot or cold water, and then rub 
with camphorated lard. 
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WORMS AND INDIGESTION OF HORSE. 

Farris Hall, Barnesville, Ga.—I have a 
horse about four years old; he eats anything. 
has a good appetite, but he has fallen off 
and is thin and is wormy and sluggish. His 
feet are tender, has no shoes on: his dung 
has a very curious odor; he has a good shiny 
coat of hatr. Ss 

Answer: I advise a course of physic 
for worms followed by a tonic—as fol- 
Jows: Mix together one dram each of 
tartar emetic and copperas (pure) and 
two drams of linseed meal and give as 
one dose, night and morning, for one 
week. Then drench with one pint of 
raw linseed oil and one ounce of spirits 
of turpentine. At the end of three 
weeks from the beginning repeat the 
treatment, in order to catch any worms 
that may\have hatched out from eggs 
during that period. During the two 
weeks’ interval and also following the 
close of the second course of tartar 
emetic and copperas (and oil) you may 
give the following tonic: Mix well to- 
gether 4 ounces each of powdered salt- 
peter and copperas, divide into twenty- 
four powders, and give one each night 
in a small mash. 
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HORN FLIES ON CATTLE.

As they are 
common and constitute a serious pest 
in Louisiana (and other states west- 
ward of Georgia) it would be well for 
you to apply to Dr. W. H. Dalrymple, 
the very accomplished veterinary sur- 
geon of your state experiment station 
at Baton Rouge. ({Is it not surprising 
that so many farmers seem to be ignor- 
ant of the facilities for securing infor- 
mation of thissortin their very midst®) 
The ‘‘cattle book,’’ issued by the United 
States department of agriculture advises 
to “‘smear the cattle with a mixture 
of equal parts of fism oil and tar, or 
with axle grease; spray with kerosene 
emulsion; or arrange a trap to catch 
the flies. Doubtless Dr. Dalrymple may 
have some lately discovered treatment, 
and he also can tell you how to con- 
struct the trap “that has been used by 
many farmers for several yvears past,” 
referred to in the above named book, 
but not described in detail.

They bite and 
gnaw around the hoof and up the leg. When 
plowing they will stop and gnaw their legs 
and stamp at times. They act as something 
was biting or stinging them. Please tell me 
what to do for them, as this is tne second 
question that I have asked. I have been a 
reader of The Constitution for seven years 
I think it the best paper for farmers that I 
have ever read. 

Answer—Considering the number of 
skin diseases to which horses and mules 
are subject and the several different 
kinds of insects that attack them, the 
question you submit is somewhat like a 
conundrum. It may be chicken mites, 
Or lice, or mange, or eczema, etc. You 
should examine carefully to see if any 
small insects are present. The follow- 
ing remedy is good for almost anything 
of the sort: Get from the drug store, 
say, one-quarter of a’ pound of staves- 
acre seeds. Boil them for one hour in 
about three quarts of water and let 
simmer for another hour on the fire. 
When cool. wet the itchy parts well 
with the decoction. If your stables are 
used at night by roosting fowls. your 
mules are apt to get mites on them. 

VETCH AFTER COWPEAS. 

W. H. Herndon, Yorkville, 8. C.—I have 
peas sown on thin land fertilized with 10-8 
acid phosphate. Planted in rows which I am 
golng to work. I want to know if I can 
get peas and vines off land in time to sow 
it in vetch to help recuperate the land? What 
kind or name of vetich is the best to bring 
up poor lands so as to make these poor lands 
produce more crops of grain or cotton? Can 
vetch be easily worked out of land if you 
want to put anot crop on it? How long 
Would you advise its growing on lend & it 
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| heips the land before another crop of. say 
wheat, oats, corn or cotton should go on 
the land? 

Answer—If your peas are of any of 
the ordinary ‘varieties—such as Un- 
known, Whippoorwill, New Era, any- 
thing except Couch—they will ripen 
in ample time to sow the same land in 
vetch. Whippoorwill will be ready to 
mow in 100 to 1,10 days from sowing. 

The common vetch, sometimes called 
“Spring” vetch (vicia sativa), is prob- 
ably to be preferred to hairy vetch 
(vicia villosa), and the seeds are usual- 
ly cheaper. There is no @ifficulty in 
getting rid of veteh. In other words, it 
does not become a pest. You know (i 
presume) that it.is an annual; it 
blooms in April, ripens its seeds in 
May and dies completely, root and 
branch, the seeds coming up again 
early in the fall. 

Permit me to suggest that 
get your peas off. the land 
atember you sow it to oats ac- 
corn and cob meal proved more ac- 
plying 500 pounds of fertilizer per 
acre, and secure a good crop—say 30 
to 40 bushels per acre, Then sow ip 
peas again, fertilizing as you have the 
present crop, and follow with oats 
again. By this plan you will secure 
g00d paying crops and bring up the 
lang faster. ’ 
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CORN-AND-COB MEAL AS HORSE FEED. 
J. D. P., Columbus, Ga.—I have a machine 
that grinds corn, cob and all. A dairyman 
here, and a man of good judgment, tells me 
that he fed on some bran which had corn 
cobs mixed in itt and it has proven bad for 
the horses and mutes, though all right for 
cattle. He tells me further that the dairy 
papers say that the cob of corn is very irri- 
tating to the stomachs of horses and mules. 
Kindly answer this fully in the next Monday's 
issue of The Constitution, telling me what 
you can about corn ground up with the cob. 
and I would like also to get particular ex- 
veriences of men who have used it.

TOMATO BLIGHT. 
Harper, Shipman, Miss.--Wil!l you 
please write me w@at is the trouble with my 
tumatoes” They will grow off tine and do 
well until Wie tomatoes are about grown, and 
then they will die. Please give me a remedy 
for this please by return mail, as I may be 
able to stop them from dying. 
Answer—Your tomatoes have one of 
two distinct blights, one called ‘‘south- 
ern tomato blight’’ and the other to- 
mato “leaf blight,’’ the .treatment for 
both being the same and consists of 
Spraying the plants just before blooim- 
ing commences and again every ten 
days until the fruit is nearly grown, 
With 4-6-5090 Bordeaux mixtire, which 
is made as follows: 
Dis-oive 4 pounds of 
gallons of hot water; strain through 
Qa gwunnysack into a fifty galion barrel. 
Shake 6 pounds of quick lime slowly in 
a wooden bucket until ebulition ceases, 
then dilute to a thin whitewash. Strain 
a gunnysack into a fifty-gallon barrel. 
stirring briskly and thoroughly. Fill 
the barrel with water and stir all to- 
gether and it is ready for use, using a 
sprayer and a whisk broom or some- 
thing of the kind. 
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RED TOP, OR ORCHARD GRASS, 
MEADOW. 

Rison, Ark.—I have a plece 
There are 2% acres in it. It 
is in cetton this year. The above will make 
two bales of cotton or 60 bushels of corn. I 
want to make a meadow of it. Which makes 
the most hay, red top or orchard grass® 
What time to sow and how much seed per 
acre? The above land has been an old In- 
dian camp. The soll is from gray to black. 

Answer—I am not prepared to savy 
which is the more productive 
grass—orchard or red top, under 
sameé conditions. On low, moist soils. 
inclining to be wet, red top would 
probably give a larger vield than or- 
chard, and nice versa. Sow 2 bushels 
of red top or 2% bushels of orchard, 
if sowing either alone or sow any time 
from the last week in September to 
November ! or in February.

R. W. Jones, Downsviile, La.—Please tell 
me what is the matter with my mare. About 
fifteen days ago she ate one-fourth bale of 
alfaifa hay J plowed her that day, which 
was hot, and if rained on her some whiie 
plowing. but she sweated freely and seemed 
all right. The next day while plowing she 
panted a little, didn’t sweat any and since 
then she pants every time she plows and 
she sweats but little, but quits panting as 
soon as she is cool. She seems to have fever. 
1 feed her @ry shelled corn and alfalfa hay. 
She eats hearty. She ia 11 years old; has 
always been fat and never before seemed to 
be hurt by hard werk. ‘ 

Answer: The symptoms ag described 
do not indicate any organic trouble, 
but are probably due to the overeating 
of alfalfa hay. Give her 1 1-2 pounds 
of Epsom salts in half gallon of water 
as a drench and ease up on the grain 
feed. giving some shelled oats instead 
of full feed of corn, and reduce the 
amount, especially when not at work. 
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WIREGRASS LAND UTILITY. 

Ww. H. Lynch, Milan, Ga.—I have some 
wiregrass land unfenced. Can you please tell 
me of something that I could plant it in thas 
would be of use or benefit to myself or to 
the land that cattle would not destroy? If 
you can suggest anything of that kind you 
will greatly oblige me. 

Answer: I fear that I do not under- 
stand vou, but I think I do. I think the 
best disposition you could make of the 
land would be to cut down all under- 
growth, destroy the wire-grass and 
plant Bermuda grass in its place. 
WINDGALL OR RHEUMATISM? 

M. Farrer, Fayetteville, Ga.—I have a 
horse about 20 years old, agparently all right 
except a small knot on left fore leg just 
above the ankle on outside. About six weeks 
ago she began having lame _ spells. They 
would come on her all at once and he could 
hardly put the foot to the ground. When she 
stands a few minutes she can walk all right. 
This cames on her sometimes once a week and 
sometimes every day. 

Answer--You speak of the “knot just 
above the ankle,’ as if you suspected 
that to be the cause of lameness. I 
would call it a windgall, which is usual- 
ly found on the inside of the leg and 
higher up than the ankle, and rarely 
produces lameness. I advise to blister 
on and around the Knot by rubbing on 
a little of an ointmenf of one dram of 
biniodide of mercury And one ounce of 
lard. Tie up the ey the head for 24 
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hours, then wash off the blister oint- 
ment and grease wigfh a little lard. 
Repeat every two weeks. I suspect 
that it may be rheumatism. 


DYSPEPSIA OF MULE. 
Girard, ILa.—I have a 
that seems to be in 
eat her feed no mat- 
Will eat all the 
she can get. [ only work her 
light work then. I have 
commerciabk condition and 
they don’t seem to in- 
crease her appetite, nor improve her condi- 
tion. Will you kindly tell me what to do 
for her? We have no véterinarian closer than 
25 miles and he never comes to the country 
unless in cases of epidemics, etc. Awaiting 
your early reply. 

Answer—The most obvious remedy 
would be to change her feed from corn 
to shelled oats—if you have been feed- 
ing corn as the only grain. Also give 
other paiatable feeds, such as wheat 
bran. Possibly there is something 
wrong with her teeth, which prevents 
the mastication of corn. Examine her 
mouth. See if there is a “long” tooth. 
Also try corn meal or chopped corn, 
sprinkled on the moistened hay. If 
conventient, give her some Alfalfa hay. 
If these simple suggestions do not bear 
fruit give her ! !-2 to 2 pints of raw 
linseed oil at one dose. When purging 
is over have ready a mixture of 4 
ounces each of saltpetre and copperas 
and |! ounce of nux vomica. Divide 
into 24 powders and give one every 
night. The powder is best given by 
boiling a teacup of linseed to a pulp 
with a gallon or two of water and pour 
while hot over a one-half patl of bran. 
When cool put the powder in and give 


the mule.
